TAfT HOLDS IT 


IMPOSSIBLE 


Permanent Control In Cuba by the 


United States. 


ADDRESSES NATIVE BANKERS 


Would Take a Census and Hold Local 


Elections Before the National Eiec 
tion — Receives Representatives of 
Political Parties — Change of Cur- 
rency Not Wanted by Financiers. 


Havana, April 9.—Representatives 


of the insurgents and the Conserva- 
tive party were in conference here 
with Secretary of War Taft. The in- 
sular situation was fully discussed. 
The secretary said that owing to the 
economical conditions he considered 
a national election at an early date to 
be unwise, and recommended that 
such election be postponed until the 
result of the municipal and provincial 
elections be known. The Conserva- 
tive representatives expressed their 
willingness to leave all to the good 
judgment of the United States. 


General Loynaz Del Castillo called 


attention to the existence in some 
quarters of a campaign tor the estab- 
lishment of an American protectorate 
over 
Cuba. Secretary Taft replied 


that he was aware of this movempnt, 
but he assured his hearers it would 
not affect President Roosevelt's views, 
who was determined to restore the 
Cuban republic as soon as possible. 
He said he probably would recom- 
mend to President Roosevelt tha hold- 
ing of presidential election? in De- 
cember, and that the Cubans take pos- 
session 100 days later, as prescribed 
in the constitution. 


After this interview representatives 


of all the leading banks of Cuba called 
upon Secretary Taft and asked him 
to give them one or two years' notice 
before the holding of national elec- 
tions, claiming that unless this were 
done the effect upon commercial con- 
ditions in the island would be disas- 
trous. The bankers urged the secre- 
tary not to change the present cur- 
rency to American money, claiming 
that to do so would increase the cost 
of living 12 per cent. The committee 
of the chamber of commere spoke to 
the secretary of war in a similar vein. 
Secretary Taft told the bankers he 
understood that they preferred perma- 
nent American control in Cuba, but 
that this could not be, as "We have 
obligations to the American people as 
well as to the Cubans, and the matter 
must be considered in its political as 
well as its economical aspects." 


Secretary Taft later made the fol- 


lowing statement: "Various commit- 
tees waited on me. It is impossible to 
state just what took place, but the 
consensus of opinion seems to be that 
it would be wise, and even necessary, 
to take a census before attempting to 
hold an election, not only under the 
present provincial government but un- 
der any subsequent government. 
It 


would be wise, in order to test the 
condition of the country and the oper- 
ation of the election law, to hold a 
primary election, municipal and na 
tional. I have promised to confer 
with Governor Magoon and to consult 
President Roosevelt with a view to 
further conferences with the Liberals 
and the Conservatives."

Columbus, O., April 9.—Sh'ppers of 


Ohio have obtained substantial con- 
cessions through the decision of the 
state railroad commission, rendered in 
the matter of complaints against the 
car service rules adopted by Ohio rail- 
roads 
The rule requiring cars to be 


unloaded within 48 hours after deliv- 
ery stands as applied to all cars of a 
capacity of 60,000 pounds or less. The 
72-hour rule, for which the shippers 
contended, will apply only to cara 
over 60,000 pounds capacity. The com- 
mission requires that shippers shall 
be given additional time where cars 
are bunched, and that allowance shall 
be made for weather which prevents 
unloading. Holidays and election days 
are also to be counted as Sundays. 
Time gained in unloading cars may 
be credited to shippers providing that 
not more than seven days shall be 
allowed on one car. The shippers say 
the commission's^ruling will do much 
toward ameliorating conditions, which 
they have declared to be burdensome. 


No Way to Hold Primary. 


Columbus, O., April 9. — Attorney 


General Ellis, in an opinion, declares 
that "there is no way under existing 
laws that a direct primary for the se- 
lection of a candidate for presidents* 
United States senator can be held at 
public expense." The opinion was in 
response to the many queries concern- 
ing the legality of the proposed pri- 
mary suggested by Senator Foraker 
and accepted by the friends of Secre- 
tary of War Taft, who have begun a 
canvass to secure the Ohio delegation 
to th'e next national Republican con- 
vention.

Attorney Delma.3, before beginning 


his attack upon Evelyn Thaw's mofh- 
er, poured- out a torrent of Uinuncia- 
tion upon the architect who became 
the victim of Thaw's pistol. He ac- 
cused him of the "crime of rape" and 
then declared that "President Roose- 
velt had said in a message to congress 
that such a crime should be visited 
with death. This was one of the sug- 
gestions which Thaw himself made to 
his counsel for his summing-up speech, 
one of the suggestions which played 
so important a part in the proceedings 
before the lunacy commission. Mr. 
Delmas declared that God heard the 
cry of the fated child upon whom 
Stanford White had fixed his gaze and 
had determined should be his. He 
quoted from Scripture that "he who 
afflicts a fatherless child shall nerish," 
and declared that Pcovidence u&<» sent 
Thaw to avenge the great wrong. 
The attorney declared that Thaw is 
his wife's only protector—that he 
came into her life when she was on 
the downward path, told her that no 
matter what the world thought of her, 
she was to him an angel. He took her 
to be his wife, ready to share the bur- 
dens that a mother had helped to 
place upon her daughter. 


Mr. Delmas accused Mrs. Nesbit of 


having lived upon the wages of her 
daughter's ruin. He sought to picture 
to the JUT what he termed the sin- 
ister surroundings in which the girl 
had been reared, and in doing so he 
mercilessly attacked the mother. Mr. 
Delmas rose to the highest point of 
his address when he told the jury
